GENTLEMEN,- -T HE TIME FOR 
the annual Election of Mayor and Couneil- 
lora is now fast approaching. At tho earnest re- 
quest of many voters of the city, I am nrrain In- 
duced to offer myself as a candidate lor the May- 
oralty. Having already served you in that capa- 
city for over two years, nml having mated at the 
last Municipal Election that I should not agnin 
ask your suffrages as a candidate fur civic honors, 
I deem it my duty towards you to state my reasons 
for again allowing myself to bo nominated as a 
candidate for ollice. 

At the time of the last election I, in common 
witH tlic Municipal body generally supposed that 
thero was suflicient power granted under the ' In- 
corporation Act' to allow tl.e Mayor und Council 
to continue tho works then commenced nnd par- 
tially completed; and also lo make many further 
improvements for the general benefit, sue . as a 
general sewerage, the graoins; and inacaou-nlzing 
of many streets which the traffic and con mcrco 
of the public absolotcly demand ; the ligh'lng of 
the principal streets with gas. and oilier impor- 
tant improvements which were (ten in contem- 
plation. But tho decision of the Honble. Chief 
Justice In the suit of the "Corporation vs. Ring," 
had the effect of rendering the Council powerless 
during the paut year for any thing useful, nnd 
prevented the carrying out of any of the numer- 
ous improvements intended. During the first 
municipal year the Corporation incurred a liabil- 
ity In the shape of a loan, Tor the payment of 
which ns yet means have only been in part pro- 
vided. The proceeds of that loan were expended 
in making streets ; nnd no doubt you, fellow elec- 
tors, feel with mc that 'he liability thus incurred 
should be promptly nnd faithfully met, and 1 had 
hoped that during the past year such measures 
would have been adopted by the Corporation as 
would have placed the repayment pf the loan be- 
yond doubt, but owing to tho Incorporation Act 
being held to be invalid, such measures were out 
of our power. In consequence of these unlocked 
for and unforeseen difficulties, I Lave been unable 
to assist in carrying out those measures which 1 
promised to support when last before you, nnd 
have consequently concluded to offer you my ser- 
vices for another year, contrary to my expecta- 
tion. Had the means been at the disposal of the 
Corporation, doubtless all the important measures 
I have alluded to would have been curried out, In 
which case I should not have felt myself at liberty 
to have asked your votes again this year. 

The oiembcrs of the Legislature for the city and 
the Government having pledged themselves to 
introduco during tho present session of .Pnrll! 
ment"uch amendments to the Incorporation Act 
as will make it a useful bill, I am convinced that 
the next Council will have it in their power to 
render important services to tho city; nnd if you 
do me the honor to return me, I shall strenu- ' 
ously endeavor to maintain the credit and 
honor of our City, at the same time 1 shall op- 
pose to too utmost any excessive taxation or any 
taxation beyond actual requirements, holding as 
I do that moderate and equitable taxation with 
the greatest economy iu expenditure is of the ut- 
most importance at the prosent time.

THE ROAD TO NANAIMO. 

As tho session progress??, we have various 
■ohrmea propoundBd in the House for the 
expenditure of the public money. In yester- 
day's lining, Mr. DeCosmos brought forward 
a motion suggesting to His Excellency the 
advirability of providing .in the estimates fur 
the construction of a road Irom Victoria to 
Nonaimo and Coniox. One of the arguments 
brought forward by the gentleman was that 
the present trail to Nanu'mo is impassable, 
through the tailing of trees, &c, and that as 
827,000 had boon already expended in cut- 
ting the trail and building bridges, the 
■whole amount would bo lost to the colony if 
■wo did not make a further outlay of §22,500 
to widen the pathway to a twelve leet road. 
We agree with Mr. DeCosmos in the general 
principle of opening up the interior and ex- 
ponding as largo a portion of our revenue as 
posiiblo on public works, but we can have 
too much of the best of things. We have «. I- 
roady expended $27,000 on a trail that is 
acknowledged by Mr. DoCosmos to be im» 
passablo, and we are asked to expend anotbei 
twenty odd thousand dollars without any 
gnaranteo that we shall be nny better off. 
The same cause which makes tho present 
trail impassable— the falling of trees—would 
not cease to operate, it the road were double 
the width of that which is proposed ; nor 
would the sarao difficulty of keeping Ibe 
line of travel '.pen be in the slightest dogree 
removed by any additional expenditure in im- 
proving tho road. The only legitimate means 
of keeping any road opcu is travel, und thai 
we certainly huve not yet got in sufficient 
quantity between this and Nanaimo or 
Oomox to pay for the clearing of fallen lim- 
ber. We are willing to admit that a road 
eonneoling two or more towns, will, in the 
course of time, bring about settlement in the 
intervening districts and develop, trade and 
that it will lead to a better knowledge of the 
resourcss of the country, both mineral und 
agricultural ; but the proposition of Mr. De 
Cosmos ii in this respect too premature. 
The fact that tho trail loll so rapidly into des- 
uetude is auriicient proof of this assertion, and 
we believe any outlay at the present time on 
the land connection with Nanaimo would be 
only throwing good monoy afler bad. Our rev- 
enue is too small 10 undertake enterprises 
that will require years to produce any fruit. 
We aro like a man in business with a small 
capital: 'we cannot afford to give lung credit. 
Our money must be put to thai uso which 
gives us the quickest return. At present we 
cannot hope to do more than improve the 
roads intersecting the iuhahiied district*. 
For several years to cumo our im 
migrants will prnfer settling contiguous 
to the sea-coast ; for the simple 
raasoh that watjr carriage is cheaper than 
land Carriage ; and now that we aro obtaining 
something like regular -learn communication 
along our coast, the sea-board settlements 
wili , no doubt, rapidly increase, und toe farm- 
ing interest in Cowichan, Silt Springjlslund. 
Comox and oilier agricultural districts, ad- 
Tance in a ratio more in keeping with th< ir 
natural advantages. There are, no doubt, 
obstacles towards cattle raising in the wnter 
oommunication ; but we hope mat in a little 
time the expense of taking animals by this 
means of transil will be much reduced. 

So far, however, as any necessity exists 
for opening up agricultural districts aixty or 
aeventy miles by land travel from Victoria, 
we do not think it immediately pressing. We 
have a much larger tract of land within a 
radios of fifteen or twenty miles from Vic 
toria than will be uuder cultivation for many 
yean to come. Let anyone go along the 
Suanich and other roads and sea how little 
real farming is done, and ho will be slow to 
ask for a large expenditure of pnlilic money 
to open up the land between Langford'e Lake 
and Nanaimo. He will see that it is not the 
want of roads, nor of arablo land, nor even of 
protective duties, that keeps so large a por- 
tion of the colony in its primitive condition ; 
but rather that tho country has been at the 
mercy of a number of speculators, who have 
pounced upon the best lands of tho colony. 
Mr. DoCosmos threatened iheso parties, under 
certain conlingencios, with a system of taxa- 
tion that would mane their speculations rather 
unprofitable ; but whether roads are made lo 
Nanaimo or not, it is Mr. DuCodmos' duty, 
as well as the duty (f every member in tho 
House, lo see that this curse ol young ooun- 
triss, — illegitimate speculation in lb- public 
lands, — is removed. Our acreage of agricul- 
tural land, at the best, is limited, and we 
cannot afford to sec the most available por- 
tions tied up by men who, dog In the manger 
fashion, will not cultivate the soil themselves 
nor allow others to do it. Such outrages on 
a ll law— bolh human and Divine— should not 
bo allowod lo go unpunished. If the prescnl 
House has not the manliness or llie justice 
to tax the uncultivated square miles of theso 
speculalivo gentlemen, wo must only wail 
patiently for an Assembly that will belter 
represent Ibe wishes of the people and the 
iiilorcsts of tho country.

ritOVIblONAI, COIU'OItATION BILL. 

This bill won sent up from the lower 
House, accepted and pussed with the amend- 
ment of tho Council. Ordered to ba sent iu 
for His Excellency's approval. 

DECLARATION OF TITLES BILL. 

The Council went into Committee on this 
bill. The lion. Attorney General in the chair. I 

The hon. Chief Justice stated that" tho bill 
was a transcript of the English Act adapted 

10 this colony, and wi>s iheroloro not subject 
to the errors of a bill framed in the colony. 

Cluiises 1 to 21 pa sed without amendment. 

Clause 22 nioduceil considerable discussion 
and 1 he Committee eventually rose and re- 
ported progress to enable ihe Iramer of tho 
bill (Mr. K. G. Alston, Registrar,) lo bo con- 
sulted in respect tberelo. 

BARR1STBR8' HILL. 

A message was received from the Speaker 
of the House of Assembly desiring a con- 
teience with the hon. Council on the Barris- 
ters' bill. The Council assumed lo the con- 
ference and tixed Monday next at 3 p.m. lor 
the same. 

The Attorney General enquired whether il 
was customary lor all the members to nilend 
r. conference of this nature. The hon. Presi- 
dent replied that there were usually managers 
appointed, hut the number of tho Council 
was so small that ho thought it as well the 
whole of the mombt rs should be present. 

THE CHIEF JUSTICE SALAHY HILL. 

The hon. Treasurer proposod tho re-com- 
mittal of ibis bill. 

The hon. R. Finlayson said that the prin- 
ciples of the bill had already been discussed, 
and as il was a money bill which could not 
be altered, he did not see tho necessity for its 
re-committal. 

The hon. Attorney General said ho could 
net side with the lion. Treasurer because thu 
bill was a money bill and could not be 
amended except an lojclerieal errors if it were 
re-committed. He hail had his say in the 
matter. The bill itself was unexceptionable, 
but ihe languago was objectionable. The 
lion, gentleman repeated some of llie obser- 
vati 11s made by bun at ihe previous meeting. 

The Inn Treasurer said llie object ol the bill 
was to provide permanently lor the salary of 
Ihe Chief Justice, but llie details showed 
that il was provisional, contingent upon a 
certain description .1 person being st lecled. 
The salary slmuld bo appended lo liie office 
and not tu the incumbent. 

The Hon. H. Finlayson said that the re- 
quest was sent home 111 the fame lime as the 
fensionJAcl in Ihe Resolutions on the Civil 
List, and the Secretary lor tbo Colonies had 
signified thai there was 110 vole of tho Legis- 
lature for the purpose. This bill, therefore, 
provided for the payment of the salary. No 
objection had been urged against tho ex- 
pressed wish of the Colony by the Crown, 
and it was therefore tacilly sanctioned. 

The Coloniul Secretary said ihut the Act 
sent home had neither been allowed or dis- 
allowed. 

The Hon. Henry Rliodei eonsidorod that 
the Act having been assented to b> Ihe hue 
Governor Douglas was law until disallowed 
oy llie Grown, and as it hud uoi been disal- 
lowed it still remained law, and he thought 
it must be considered to have been silently 
assented 10. 

The Hon. Attorney General said that then 
were no Lords, Commons and King i'i the col- 
ony, hut virtually only Ring and Commons, 
The Government c.iuld have no possible in- 
terest in thu matter ; it would give them no 
aid, but ihe man selected might be wholly 
inexperienced, unacquainted with colonial 
affairs, and uosuited to the office ; and he 
di.-approved ol ihe proposed attempt to tie 
I lie liauds of the Home Government. 

The C'dooel Secretary said iho Council 
must either accept or reject. They could 
amend nothing Inn clericil errors. 

Toe Hon. R. Fiulaysou said ihui the people 
had a right to elect their own paid officers. 

Tins produced u complete volley Iroui iho 
official *id<i ol the lable. 

I he Hon. Attorney General said if thai 
was the view entertained tie should vote for 
the bill hems read this dav sixteen years. 

11 would be a moosuous interference with ihe 
prerogative of iho Orown. 

rbe Hon. Colonial Secretary baid it was 
dangerous ground to inueli upon. 

The Hon. Attorney General hinted ibat 
such could only be the case with a responsi- 
ble government. 

The Hon Colonial Secretary corrected the 
lion, gentleman. 

The Hon. Henry Rhodes said all question 
of interference with llie Royal prerogative 
liad been waived by the Crown by consent 
being virtually given to the bill sent home. 

The Hon Colonial Secretary said no con- 
sent whatever ha J yet been given 

The Hon. President called the Couucil tu 
order. 

The Hon. Attorney General said if ihe in- 
tern ol this was to go' in Ihe thin edge of the 
wedge for maintaining the principle that 
those officials who were paid by the Colony 
-hould be elected by the Colony, there had 
not heen enough said on the subject. 

The Hon. R. FinlnyBon then moved the 
third reading of the bid, which was seconded 
by llie Hun. Colonial Secretary and carried, 
and the bill passed.

HIb 
reason for taking up this particular road wus 
becuuse that tract of country had no repre- 
sentative. The olher country districts had 
their own representatives to look alter their 
interests. He would therefore' move that 
His Excellency be requested lo place a 
sum iu ihe Estimates for tho construction of 
such a road. 

From a gentleman who had the overlook- 
ing of the Government trail last year hu had 
learned that a road 12 feet wide could be 
mudu lor $150 a mile or $22,000 for Ihe 
whole road. He did not propose lo spend 
much money oil ihis mad as tile changes of 
lino, <Src, were so great in a new colony, but 
ho thought the expending of" this sum would 
be of great benefit. It had been suggested 
lhat steam communication would do ull tha: 
wns ruquired, hut from his own experience 
he could say lhat steamboats would not an- 
swer the purpose so well as roads The cost 
of steamboat travelling was too great, and 
farmers were always too scarce of money to 
spend it on steamboat fares. He hoped the 
Hi use would seo lite necessity of passing 
the resolutions. 

Dr. Tolmie thought the proposed road 
would cost a vaslly larger num than $22,500. 
Besides what need had we for such a road. 
This was not like Canada, or Nova Scotia, or 
i'uget Sound, but u mountainous, rugged 
country whore road- making was expensive 
und of comparatively little benefit. We 
would confer much greater benelit on tho 
farmers by making short streiohes Of road 
(lowti to tho sea in the different districts. 
This he hud been told by one of the three 
tanners who might bo bo called iu Cowichan. 
The hon. gentleman hud said that fanners 
would find it easier lo bring say a load ol 
wheal by mail Iroui Cowichan or Comox j 
than over u short, good road to the sea side 
and then ship it oil a schooner or steamboat, 
but ho would leave it to the Hoi.se to suy 
which was Ibu most leasiblo mode. Let us 
ralber aid steam navigation. Thero were 
only two settlements along the whole propo- 
sed line ol road. 

Mr. \ oung could not find any evidence to j 
lead him tu suppoil the motion ol his hon. 
colleague, lie proceeded to quote the co't 
of n graded and macadamised road £jj feet 
wide to Comox which won. d cost some $.000,' | 
000. (A laugh.) Ho thought he could not 
be aecused of being factious in opposing Ibis 
scheme of a trunk road at present. Land 
carriage could never at any time compete 
with water carriage. Ho hoped his hon. 1 
colleague would consent lo allow his motion 
lo stand over till the country wus wealthier 
und 1I3 resources more developed. 

Mr. Franklin said his lion, colleague seoin- 
ledto have forgotten that $22,000 had al- 
ready been expended last year 111 making a 
road from Nanaimo lo Comox, besides an 
I additional grunt ol 86000, and this iu mak- 
ing a road 12 feet wide, the very thing now 
I pioposed by the hon. gentleman. There 
j were other roads loo which were proposed, 
viz. : a road Irutn Nanaimo to QualL'Om ami 
a road Irom Leech to Jordan nver. Ho 
would not tor a moment dispuruge the mak- 
ing ol roads, but he thought we bad better 
lirst look into Iho financial state of the coun- 
try. 

Mr. DeCosmos laid the stalisiics of his 
lion, colleogu" were doubtless very correct, 
but ho never proposed to build encli a road. 
All ha proposed was lo build such a road us 
would enable any one lo drive a wagon or 
DU*ey Irom Victoria to Comox. He held in 
his hand u statement from tho Land office, 
that a good wagon road could be made Irom 
Vicloria to Nanaimo for S18.000. The road 
already made was nothing but a horse trail, 
and was of no service to the country. [Mr. 
Duncan hero entered the House!. Bui by 
openine up such a road as was proposid by 
the Surveyor General ol a cost of $18,000 
the country would bo settled, farms, black 
smith's shops, &c., would spring up all 
along ibe road, and the country would be 
greatly benefited. 

Dr. Tolmie said he never heard ol a road 
being made to make a country. Wo could 
never exnect farms and blacksmith's shops to 
spring up where there was no ntrricullural 
country, uud nothing but rocks and oarreu- 

ness. 

Mr. O. B Young moved in amendment 
thai the attention ol His Kxcellency he called 
to the slate ol the roa^l between Victoria 
and Comox with the view ol making it passu 
hie for vehicles. 

Mr. DeCosmos had not the least objection 
to the amendment, as it was simply his own 
motion in another form.

Mr. Suuthgolo supported Iho motion, as 
the puulie should certainly know where the 
fisheries were located and ull about iliem. 

Mr. Franklin briefly supported the molii n, 
alluding to ti e advantages arising from the 
lute exploring expedition, und thought that 
perhaps goo.l might be done by appointing u 
committoe of the House to obtain informa- 
tion in regard to fisheries.

1 went with him to the place where the remains 
lay, saw Mr. Job the proprietor of thu saloon, and 
other partiss. Mr Job wished the body interred 
that afternoon. I stated I would do all I could but 
believed it best to deler the funeral until Monday 
morning, as the Sexton would be engaeed in the 
Church, and if any Minister was to attend the 
funeral it might interfere wilh the services of the 
dav. 

I asked Mr. Job if any Minister had been 
called lo see the deceased durillK his si 
reply was " n ," but we have had fi 

I then enquired of him (Mr. Job) 
nny particular denomination of relinio 
to see his Minister and ask him to al 
applv to any other Minister : l"r 1 had invariably 
found them willing to render their assistance when 
called upon. 

At ten o'clock on Monday maming, according 
to arrangement, Ihe remains were conveyed to the 
graveyard, previous to which I asked Mr. Job it 
he had seen s minister. He reidied in the negative. 
Whereupon I remarked that I feared there would 
bo no minister at the grave. 

Sir. Job met me when he was enming from the

LETTER FROM CARIBOO. 



Ubt, 2nd, 1804. 
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(by. a resident coriiesponuk.vt) 

Williams Ciikkk, October 23, 1864. 
Editor British Colonist :— We ure now 
enjoying some ol the finest weather imagin- 
able, quito equal to that of Victoria it t this 
lime ol year. The last few nights have 
been quite warm, the days quiie sunny with 
an occasional shower, just sufficient 'o keep 
the sluices going nicely. In fact it is im- 
possible to have more suitable or ugrceaole 
weather lor mining purposes. We are o! 
course looking out for a c Id snap, or heavy 
fall of snow at any lime ; but ai present 
there js not a speck of snow visible on the 
distant mountains, from any part of the creel;. 
Even us fai us the eye can reach rrom the 
summit ol tho hill going to Lowhee.no snow 
can be s c en, and fi Iks are bagioning lo think 
very little is yet known of the Cariboo 
climate. 

There arc very few men on the creek but 
are working. The Saw-mill c'uim in Conk* 
lio's Gulch Btruck a big prospect on Thurs- 
day morning, and on the occasion a majority 
ol the boys got on a " bust.''
